VI. In Bye-law 219, after clause (ii), the following new 
clause shall be inserted, namely: — 

(iii) No member shall enter into a hedge contract at a 
price at which trading in such contracts is prohibit- 
ed under these Bye-laws. 

VII. After Bye-law 277, the following new Bye-law shall 
be added, namely: — 

“278. Any forward contract in the commodities for which 
tlie Exchange is recognised which at the date of the con- 
tract is in contravention of provisions of anv of the Bye- 
laws 62, 68A, 71(a), 72A, 180A, 205 and 2]9(iii), shall be 
illegal under the provisions of Section 15 (3 A) of the For- 
ward Contracts (Regulation) Act, 1952.”
